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Objects were sichted approximately 1044 PST, 27 Januury 1933. Trua 
course ae 154 « heading vas 161. a were Zour miles south of Lanford, 
Sati Seenias 50 degreas and 20 minutes norths 119 degrees 40 minutes west, 
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The first object I saw was ciroular shape, round and flat liks a pis tin 
or plate. It waa very bright; a brilliant silver. [ watohad it for about a 
minute or a minute and a half, and four more appeared then disappeared. The 
one got about 30 miles away trom use 1% was about the size of a head ona 
pin held about 15 or 20 feet away. I judged 1t was about 40 to 50 miles 
ahead of us. It was abouws 15 or possibly 20 thousand fost in altitude. I+ 
came straight on toward our airplane. It seemed to stop and retreat asain. 
The objects seen were not in formation. They left no tail or exhaust. All 
we could see was reciprocating motions toward us and backing awaye ‘he objess 
was observed for about four or five minutes; visual from the air. Type of 
oircrart was a T-29, “lose 49-1927. True airspeed was 200 knots; altitude 
&,0CO fest. ile did not have radar. These objects were observed while Zly- 
ing over Hanford, California - 36 degrees 20 minutes north; 119 degrees 40 
ninutes west. Objects were estimated to be in the area of Bakersfield, Calif- 
ornia, 35 degrees 35 minutes north latitudes 119 degrees 30 minutes west longi- 
tudes At the time of observation we were wearing smoked colored sun classes. 
The weather was clear = there were no clouds. Winds aloft were about 23 mots 
from 250 degrees. ‘ie notified fresno Radio who in turn notifled Military #licht 
Service. Several of Mather’s T-29 aircraft were flying missions in the San 
Joaquin Yalley area. I ama recent recalled officer. I[ had 3 years of service 
Curing world war II. I was inactive in 1945 end rectled in November 1952. I 
was with tne Reserve Unit, {12nd Trwop Carrier Wing, Air Yorca Keserve Combat 
Training Center.
